ner two persons, one of whom shall be a physician, to be members 
of said Board for the period of three years from the 20th day of 
June of the year in which they are appointed, and until others are 
chosen in their stead.

Sec. 3. Said Board of Health shall have and exercise through- 
out the city and town ■ of New Haven, and over the navigable 
waters adjacent thereto, all the jurisdiction, powers, privileges and 
duties now by law vested in and imposed upon the Board of JftJ,* 
Health of the Town of New Haven, and the Common Council 
of the City of New Haven, or either of them, and may from 
time to time make such by-laws, rules, regulations and orders 
as in their judgment the preservation of the public health shall

require; provided, the same be not inconsistent with the constitii* 
tion or laws of this State, or the United States, or with the charter 
and by-laws of said city ; and provided that said Board shall in 
no case impose a penalty of more than one hundred dollars for a 
single violation of any by-law, and that no suit shall be broug-h t 
for such violation unless said by-law has been published at least 
four times in some daily newspaper printed in said city before 
such violation occurred. 

Sec. 4. Said Board of Health may employ at the expense oi 
said city a Health Officer, with such powers and duties as they 
may prescribe, and may also, with the consent of said Board of 
Aldermen, appoint not exceeding three Assistant Health Officers, 
to be paid by said city, when on duty, such compensation as said 
Board of Health shall agree upon. 

Sec. 5. It is hereby made the duty of the Police Department 
of said city to render, upon the written request of said Board, 
certified by its clerk and endorsed by the Mayor, such assistance 
in the enforcement of its by-laws, rules and regulations and orders 
as said Board shall deem necessary. 

Sec. 6. All the ordinary expenses of said Board shall be paid 
by said city, after the same have been duly audited by the said 
Board. Said Board shall incur no extraordinary expense, and 
enter into no contract except as hereinbefore authorized, without 
the previous consent of the Court of Common Council of said 
city, and shall serve without compensation. 

Sec. 1. The City Court of said city shall have jurisdiction 
over all suits brought for violations of the by-laws of said Board, 
and the defendant shall have the same right of appeal, on giving 
city court and sufficient bonds to the Treasurer of said city, as now provided by 
law in suits brought for violation of the by-laws of said city. 
And it is hereby made the duty of the City Attorney of said city 
to sue, in the name of the Treasurer of said city, for all such 
violations, and to pay into the Treasury of said city all moneys 
recovered in such suits. Said Attorney shall receive in all such 
suits the same fees now allowed by law in suits upon the by-laws 
of said city, to be taxed and recovered in the same way. 

Sec. 8. Upon the appointment of said Board of Health all the 
powers and duties of the Board of Health of said Town of New 
Haven shall cease and determine, and said Town Board shall 
thereafter be and remain dissolved. 

Sec. 9. This act shall take effect from its passage.

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Rule First. 

Section 1. The Board of Health shall meet on Tuesday of 
each week, between the first day of May and the first day of 
October of each year, at 8 o'clock p. m., and oftener if necessity 
requires.

Sec. 1. The Health Officer shall hold hia office during the 
pleasure of the Board of Health. 

£ Sec. 2. He shall see that the orders of the Board of Health in 
relation to any person attacked by contagious disease are obeyed. 

Src. 3. He shall superintend the Small-pox Hospital and shall 
administer to all persons conveyed there who have no other physi- 
cian. 

Sec. 4. He shall attend the meetings of the Board of Health. 

Sec. 5. He shall examine, at the request of the Mayor, or the 
President or the Clerk of the Board of Health, boats and vessels 
not subject to quarantine, under the statutes of this State, com- 
ing into this port, the officers, crews, passengers or cargoes of 
which are supposed to be affected with any contagious or infec- 
tious disease. 

Sec. 6. He shall examine all cases of diseases within the city 
when required by the Board of Health or Mayor; and inquire 
into all sources of danger to the public health whenever called 
upon by the Mayor or Board of Health ; and shall give his pro- 
fessional services and advice therein. 

Sec. 7. He shall also keep a record of all cases of disease at- 
tended by him under the By-Laws or Regulations of the Board of 
Health, and shall make such report thereof as they may from time 
to time require. 

Rule Fourth. — In respect to persons able to pay for their treat- 
ment and support. 

Sec. 1. All such persons may at their option be attended by 
their own physician and have their own nurse; both, however, 
under the general supervision and control of the Health Offieer of 
this Board. 

Sec. 2. Such patients or their friends may supply all needful 
sustenance for them and their nurse and furnish their own medi- 
cines. 

Sec. 3. If they choose to have their food furnished to them 
from the Alms-house, they will be permitted to do so, and will 



be furnished as far as practicable with such food as the attending 
physician may direct. 

Sec. 4. If they furnish their own food, it must be cooked before 
it is brought to the Hospital, except in so far as it can be there 
conveniently cooked by their nurses. 

Sec. 5. They will he required to pay all expenses incurred in 
their behalf at the Hospital. 

Sec. 6. Their physician, nurses and attending friends will be 
required to conform in all respects to the orders of the Health 
Officer in relation to the orderly management of the Hospital 

Rule Fifth. — Jh respect to patients unable to pay for their own 
treatment and support. 
Sec. 1. It shall he the duty of the Health Officer in person, or 
by some other physician employed by him for the purpose, to see 
that all such parties receive due medical attendance and care and 
are supplied with all needful medicine. 

Sec. 2. Whenever any such patient is sent to the Hospital, the 
Health Officer shall immediately supply a proper nurse to be placed 
in charge ; and shall in person, or by the physician employed by 
him, take snch supervision of the nurse as to insure the careful 
treatment of the patient. 

Sec. 3. All needful medicines for the patient which are not 
supplied by the Alms-house, shall he purchased by the physician, 
and the prescription certified by him shall be paid by this Board. 
Sec. 4, The Board of Selectmen having given orders to the 
keeper of the Alms-house to supply all needful food and stimu- 
lants, and all due nourishment for their nurses, and likewise the 
requisite fuel for the Hospital, the Health Officer shall see that 
all proper requisitions are made upon him in each of these partic- 
ulars, and in case of any neglect on his part, shall report the mat- 
ter immediately to the Town Agent. 

Sec. 5. On the first of September of each year a bill shall he 
made out and presented to the Town Agent, embracing alt expen- 
ditures made at the Hospital by this Board for the care or support 
of, or the attendance upon, any of the Town poor. 

Kule Sirm. — General Provisions. 
Sec. 1. The Health Officer shall take care that all proper atten- 
tion is paid by the nurses and other persons employed in and 



about the Hospital, to the proper ventilation and disaffection of 
its moms, and to the neat and orderly management of the whole 
establishment. 

Sec. 2. The Health Officer shall make such definite orders in 
respect to the purification and disinfection of all clothes worn by 
patients, nurses, and attendants, and to the burial and safe dis 
posal of all excrements, and all putrid and infectious matter evac- 
uated or exuded in the progress of the disease, and of all water 
used in the ablution of patients, and shall take every other precau- 
tion as shall be necessary to prevent the spreading of the disease. 

Sec. 3. The burial of any patient who shall die in the Hospi- 
tal shall be in strict accordance with the directions of the Health 
Officer. 

Sec. 4. No patient shall be removed from the Hospital as con- 
valescent or cured, or for other cause, except upon the order in 
person or in writing of the Health Officer or some physician of 
the Board. 

Sec. 5. All physicians, nurses, and attending friends will be 
mutually accommodating to each other, so as to most effectually 
promote the general good order and convenient management of 
the Hospital. 
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Section 1. That the northern quarantine limits for the harbor 

of New Haven and contiguous waters be a line drawn from the 

north-east corner of Hotcbkiss' Rope-walk, in Oyster Point quarter 

in New Haven, to Fort Wooster on Beacon Hill, in East Haven ; Quarantine.

Sec. 3. Provided, however, that every vessel coming from 
places excepted in the foregoing section, on board of which vessel 
there shall be any infectious or malignant disease, shall, on enter- 
ing the harbor, show a signal for a Health Officer, whose duty it 
shall be to board the vessel, for which he shall receive the fee of • 
five dollars. 

Sec. 4. It appearing to and being found by this Board that the 
putting of any putrid animal substance or any fish upon any land 
near any public highway or dwelling-house, for manure or for any 
other purpose, and the carting of white fish through any of the 
thickly settled streets of this town, is injurious to the health of the 
inhabitants thereof: 

Therefore be it ordained: That no person shall put any putrid

No hack, stage, or livery carriage, in which a person 
known to the owner or driver thereof to be afflicted with small- 
pox shall have been carried, shall be thereafter used for the trans- 
portation of any passenger, until such hack, stage, or livery car- 
riage shall have been thoroughly purified to the satisfaction of the 
Health Officer of this Board. And any violation of the foregoing 
provision by the driver or owner of such hack, stage, or livery car- 
riage, shall subject the person guilty thereof to a penalty of fifty 
dollars for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 11. Any person who shall bring or cause to be brought 
•s into this town any pauper known or reasonably suspected to he 
afilicted with small-pox or varioloid, shall forfeit and pay a pen- 
alty of fifty dollars for such offense. 

Sec. 12. Any person who shall in this town enter a passenger 
car of a railroad or horse railroad company, wearing or having in 
their possession any of the clothes in which he or she shall have 
been in attendance upon a person afflicted with small-pox or 
varioloid, and not having theretofore had such clothes all thor- 
oughly disinfected after said attendance, shall forfeit and pay a 
penalty of twenty dollars for each and every such offense. 



Sec. 13. The conductor of passenger and horse-railroad or rail- 
road companies are hereby authorized and empowered to prevent 
any person from entering into or remaining in any car in this town 
under his control, who shall be known to him to be, or whom he 
shall have good reason to believe to be, afflicted with small-pox 
or varioloid.

Every lot and premises in said city in wljich there 
shall be a manufactory, or a dwelling-house or any other building 
having rooms for the occupation of tenants, shall have, in connec- 
tion therewith, a suitable earth closet, or a suitable privy or priv- 
ies, fixed to discharge into some public sewer or into tide water 
or into some suitable vault, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 13. No privy shall hereafter be erected or suffered to

BOARD OF HEALTH. 

FOR THE YEAR 1873. 



To the Board of Health of the City of New Haven : 

The year 1873 was the first year of the Board of Health as a 
branch of the City Government — incorporated by the Legislature 
in the summer of 1872, and organized in August of the same year. 
Prior to that time the Justices of the Peace and the Selectmen of 
the town constituted the Board of Health ; and being a body of 
over sixty members, seldom met but once or twice a year. There 
was, however, a Health Committee appointed annually, which met 
occasionally, but did very little business, and of late years was 
not looked upon as a body that would afford relief in case of an 
epidemic, or the spread of contagious diseases. 

The first record we have of the proceedings of the Health Board 
of this town was in March, 1 806, which Board adopted " by-laws " 
and regulations. From that time to the present the records are 
complete. At the changing and organization of the present 
Board, many citizens felt that it was an experiment that would be 
a burden, without a corresponding degree of usefulness. The 
result, so far as the past year has developed its usefulness, is grati- 
fying, at least to those who have taken an interest in the general 
health of the community. Formerly there was no branch of the 
City Government to which complaints of citizens could be made, 
with the assurance that speedy remedies would he applied ; but 
now it is believed that all feel there is a Board to apply to for re- 
lief, and whose orders are promptly obeyed, and that it is of impor- 
tance to every living person within its borders. It is believed 
that all now realize that a department of the government of 
the City is devoted to the care of the health of the public. 
Were the laws of this State such that the Board of Health should 
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have the control of the department of the vital statistics, or could 
they enforce reports weekly from the Registrar of those statistics, 
its usefulness as a Board would undoubtedly exhibit results 
whieb, no doubt, would be still further appreciated by the public. 
Hut at present the laws of Connecticut do not require the returns 
of births, deaths and marriages to be made to the Registrars 
oftener than monthly. 

During the past year there have been three hundred and nine- 
teen complaints of nuisances to this department, which, upon in- 
spection, resulted in the issuing of three hundred and five orders 
for abatement, most of which were abated within the time allowed 
by the orders. In but seven cases have the committee been com- 
pelled to employ help and abate the nuisances. Twenty-six per- 
mits have been issued to clean vaults and cess-pools out of season. 
During the early part of last summer the Board saw the import- 
since of some measures being taken for the removal of the kitchen 
garbage. Encouraged by the public generally, they communi- 
cated with the Common Council, which body authorized a contract 
and voted the necessary appropriation. The result so far is be- 
lieved to have been far more gratifying to the originators of the 
scheme than was anticipated by the most credulous. Although an 
experiment, and in midsummer, yet but one hundred and twenty- 
three is the full number of complaints made of failure to remove 
the garbage upon the stated days. 

There are certain portions of our City where there are ponds of 
stagnant water standing throughout the year, which have been 
the source of complaint by many citizens, and no doubt been the 
source of some sickness, but it is hoped with the extension of our 
system of sewerage these may all in a short time be drained and 
filled up. 

There is one portion of our City that has required the attention 
of the executive officers of the Board constantly, during the past 
season, and which must be, in the nature of things, in its present 
condition, a source of much sickness. I refer to the " run " from 
Broad to Water streets. This section is the " pest " of New 
Haven, and is thickly inhabited on both sides; the property 
along which, formerly an old arm of the sea, is a springy, marshy 
swamp, so near the level of the sea that the water is within a few 
inches of the surface, and the whole section is the receptacle of all 
that in its nature is filthy and unhealthy, and is of comparatively 
little value at present. If it was properly under-drained and
